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DETAILED ACTION 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I, Claims 1-28 and 32, drawn to a piezoelectric resonator, classified in class 331, subclass 
158. 

II. Claims 29-3 1, drawn to method of manufacturing a piezoelectric oscillator, classified in 
class 29, subclass 25.35. 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to 
make other and materially different product or (2) that tlie product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to 
make a materially different product such as the product of non-erected mounting leads having reduced 
thicknesses on the base side thereof so as to form mounting terminal at the tips or a product having a 
plurality of leads having terminals that are not tiered. 

Because tliese inventions are distinct for tlie reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

If applicant elects Group I then the following election of species requirement is in order. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: Species I directed toward Figure 2; Species II directed toward Figure 13a and 17a; 
Species III directed toward Figures 19a and 36; Species W directed toward Figure 20A; Species V 
directed toward Figure 21 A, Species VI directed toward Figure 31; Species VII directed toward Figures 
33A and 33B, Species VIII directed toward Figures 34A and 34B; Species IX directed toward Figure 
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35A; Species X directed toward Figure 35B; Species XI directed toward Figure 40A; Species XII 
directed toward Figure 40B. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is fmally held to be allowable. 
Currently, no claim is considered generic.
